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New Subsidies 
Will Not Help 
Dairy Shortages 

New milk subsidies announced this 
wccit by Chester Bowles, Director of 
Economic Stabilization, will do more 
harm than good according to Ray- 
mond Skinner, o( Memphis, Tennes- 
see, President of the International 
Ass'n. of Milk Dealers, in a statement 
approved at a meeting in Chicago re- 
cently of the directors of the organ- 
ization. 

"Chester Bowles' announcement of 
new milk subsidies and restoration of 
orders limiting sales of certain dairy 
products at a time when it was hoped 
subsidies would soon be ended is 
shocking to an industry trying to 
overcome shortages that endanger 
consumer supplies. Bowles ignored 
the House of Representatives Spe- 
cial Food Shortage Committee find- 
ings. 

"More subsidies from government 
funds only conceal price increases 
and do more harm than good in the 
long nin. The milk industry is put 
in a false position with consumers, 
as actually the price of milk has been 
one to two cents a quart higher than 
consumers pay. 

"Further, increasing subsidies as 
Mr. Bowles announced is a political 
sop to pressure groups. When sub- 
sidies end. as they must, consumers 
will not end, as they must, consumers 
will not ■ be prepared for price 
changes that result. 

"Mr. Bowles' action will create 
more black markets and will not over- 
come shortages. His promise of more 
butler 'in the retail stores' through a 
system of wartime controls in peace- 
lime will prove to be what it is — a 
political mirage. It will create mis- 
understandings between consumers 
and the industrj" delaying restoration 
of normal supply and demand."

Antioch and Lake county electricity 
users face a complete shut-down o£ 
electric power about May 21, unless 
coal with Which to operate the Public 
Service company generating plants is 
forthcoming within the next two 
weeks, according to an announcement 
made today by officials of the com- 
pany. 

I In an effort to prolong the supply 
of electricity for public health and 
safety needs and the protection o£ 
property, the Illinois Commerce Com- 
mission today issued an order calling 
for drastic reductions in the use of 
electricity throughout most of the 
state. 

The order, necessitated fcy the 
dwindling supplies of coal available 
for power generation, is effectvc im- 
mediately and calls for curtailment of 
electricity: 

"(a) For all such purposes as dec- 
orative or ornamental and flood light- 
ing, comfort air conditioning, car 
healing, and interior lighting in ex- 
cess of minimum requirements. 

"(b) For industrial use except for 
an aggregate of 24, hours during the 
period Monday to Friday inclusive. 

"{c) For commercial use except 

for the four-hour period between 2 

jp. m. and 6 p. m. of«Monday to Satur-

Antioch Industries Will Comply 

■Heads of manufacturing plants in 
Antioch were planning production to 
comply with the regulations when 
contacted today. Ivan Blake, gener- 
al manager of Burgess Battery plant, 
said that plans were being formulat- 
ed to set lip a system whereby elec- 
trical power will be used during the * 
first three days of the week and the 
last two days would be devoted to 
hand work, which docs not require 
power. He said that no lay-offs on 
account of the power shortages were 
contemplated. 

John Oftedahl, president of the 
Frostee Sno plant here, said that ow- 
ing to the nature of tJie manufactur- 
ing processes al the plant that 24- 
hour a day production is necessary 
and that it would 'be impossible to 
operate for one 24-hour period each 
week. The plant will operate Friday 
in order to complete work in process, 
and will be closed down entirely un- 
til the restriction is lifted. 

Pickard, Inc., will probably operate 
for the 24-hour limit during each 
week, according to Austin Pickard, ~ 
president of the company. He said 
that a study would be made to work 
out plans .for production while the 
restriction is in effect. 

Regal China company, when con- 
tacted today, reported that no infor- 
mation as to plans was available, bin 
that the company would comply with 
the order at once. The "tunnel kiln" 
which is operated at the plant. wlU 
not allow part-time producUon, iu It 
is a continous proposition and must 
be in full operaton or be cloMd down 
entirely. ,, 
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The Way It Works 

A number o( communities are furnishing inter- 
esting illustrations of the peculiar workings of the pub- 
lic ownership miiul when it comes to utilities such as 
electric power, inevitably, public ownership is advo- 
cated in the interests of the "public welfare." Public 
ownership, it is claimed, is preferable because it can 
bring a vital service to the public cheaper than can 
private ownership. The fact that tax e.vcmption and sub- 
sidization of public plants permit the difference, is 
never mentioned. The campaign becomes a crusade. To 
those familiar with the show, the whole thing Is a 
farce — until the climax. 

In the last act, the politicians change masks and 
become tax collectors. /Vs tax collectors, they look at 
the utility business with the calculating eyes of office 
holders who want to stay in office. Forgotten is the 
tear-stained issue of the public welfare. The utilities 
are made into tax collection agencies. Telephone, elec- 
tric, telegraph, steani and gas bills ,are subjected to 
special taxes without a qualm. 

Whether or not the city owns the utilities makes 
little difference except that, as in the case of Xew York, 
the municipally-owned plant may have to be bailed out 
of deficit trouble by levying still other special ta.xcs. 
The Now York mayor has requested authority to double 
that city's 1 per cent sales tax for four years, the pro- 
ceeds to bo used exclusively for rehabilitation of the 
transit system and modernization of municipal power 
plants — private companies must do such work out of 
earnings, as well as pay taxes. 

Public ownership certainly docs have its advan- 
tages to those who happen to be in control. They can 
change rates, levy taxes, supply jobs galore for good 
friends, and no one can effectively protest. No wonder 
many aspiring iwliticians like public ownership.

Move The Goods — ^Now 
Suppose you had an article which you wanted to 
" manufacture and sell. To whom would you go for ad- 
vice? The loiitcat place would be to those who have 
made a success of selling — the retail distributors. You 
would find that your distributor friends— if they are 
representative of the industry— are interested in price 
and volume. Can the article be produced at a price that 
will be conducive to high level sales? They would prob- 
ably talk in terms of tens of thousands of units— how to 
get iJiat many to consumers. 

This is the way the modern mass merchandiser, 
chain as well as' independent, approaches every dis- 
tribution prohlom today— including inflation, Ills busi- 
ness depends on volume- in other words, high produc- 
tion. Inflation is .simply a cost-boosting element to be 
o%'crcome by trimming unnecesiar>" costs and stepping 
up volume as an alternative to sales-killing high prices. 
The OP.V has called various retailer proposals looking 
toward the goal of higher production, attempts to "break 
the line," whereas retailers feel they are suggestions to 
help the OP.V solve its cost-price problem in a manner 
that will move the goods. 

Dr. Paul H. N'yslrom, marketing professor of Col- 
umbia University, and chairman of the Central Council 
of National ItL'tail .•V-wociatiuns, states that retailers 
want four changes in price control legislation. Speaking 
for his siroup, he urged: Thai any and all controls that 
stand in the way of legitimate production bo promptly 



eliminated, Including the maximum average ' price pro- 
gram; that producers be granted n price sufficient to 
enable them to manufacture prewar quality goods at 
current costs with an opportunity for profit; that OPA 
be required to adopt realistic Incentive pricing pro- 
grams; thai the theory that all increases needed to pro- 
duce and distribute goods at current cost, can be ab- 
sorbed, be discarded. 

Their background of experience eminently quali- 
fies^ the nation's retailors as Important spokesmen in 
getting the bggest manufacturing and distributing job 
that has ever faced this country, underway before the 
pressure of consumer demand breaks all bounds.

Country Press and Inflation 

The Indust'rial News Hcviow recently sent a 
questionnaire to the editors of the country weekly, 
smaller city daily, and suburban and neighborhood 
papers in larger ctlles throughout the 48 stales, asking 
their opinion on the following slalemonts, and inviting 
comment: 

1. I do not believe we can continue or expand pre- 
sent government economic controls and retain per- 
sonal freedom and our representative form of gov- 
ernment. 

2. I believe we can continue or even expand present 
government economic controls and retain our per- 
sonal freedom and representative form of govern- 
ment. 

3. I would rather risk inflation and hardship than 
submit to rigid government dictation over myself 
and family. 

4. I would rather submit to rigid government dicta- 
tlon over myself and family than risk inflalion and 
hardship. , 

Out of the first 500 replies, approximately DO per 
cent marked items one and three. Nearly all the editors 
answering made highly illuminating remarks as to why 
they preferred to risk inflalion rather than submit to 
government dictation. In general, their opinions can be 
summed up by the statement of Editor Wclty, Bartlcs- 
villc, Okla., E.xaminer-Entcrprise. He said: 

"There can be no half-way measures. Either wc 
shall go farther down the road to slate socialism or turn 
back. The natural forces of nature, of supply and de- 
mand and all the other homely two-and-two-make-four 
fundamentals must return or else we shall simply con- 
sume ourselves with regimentation, failure, and finally 
collapse. We must work as individuals, save as individ- 
uals and recognize our personal responsibilities as in- 
dividuals or else become mere monkeys on the end of a 
Christmas toy." 

A vcrj- small percentage of the replies which 
thought that controls might be maintained for a limited 
period to prevent greater inflation, are illustrated by 
Editor Rossman of the San Francisco, California, Labor 
Herald, who said in part: 

"Controls of the right sort can curb inflation and 
hardship without 'rigid government dictation' over the 
individual, as such. It is precisely inflation and result- 
ant depression which could undermine American repre- 
sentative democracy and set this nation on the road 
traveled by Germany and Italy, not wise and effective 
government controls." 

The 90 per cent of the editors who favored taking 
their chances with inflation rather than dictatorial con- 
trols, largely based their decisions on the belief that 
continued bureaucratic controls were not a guarantee 
against inflation, whereas they were almost a sure 
guarantee of making the people dependent on govern- 
ment, and destroying private enterprise and individual 

opportunity as we have known it in the United States.

Illinois is one of 4;i stales, along 
with Hawaii and .\bska. which have 
agreed to a plan whereby the "wane 
credits" of a multi-atate worker may 
be combined for the purpose of esta- 
blishing his eligibility for unemploy- 
ment compensation. State Director of 
Labor Robert L. Gurdon announced 
today. 

"The plan," Director Gordon ex- 
plained, "applies to pcr-son-^; who have 
worked in two or more states but do 
not have enough wage credits to be 
eligible for bent'fil-S from any one 
state. It permits such a worker to add 
together all of his wa^cs for in.sured 
work during the bani applicable to 
the state in which he files his claim. 

"For example, under the Illinois 
Unemtoyment Compen.sation .Act, to 
qualify for benefits an unemployed 
worker must have been paid 52^.5 or 
more for insured work in the year 
1945. In filing a Combined Wage 
Claim in Illinois, therefore, a multi- 
state worker may combine only the, 
v.'ages he earned during 1945 in the 
several states in which he worked " . 

All states except Kentucky, Tennes- 1 
see. .Mississippi, New Jersey, and 
Oregon now participate in the Com- 
bined Wage Credit plan. Besides hav- 
ing wage credits reriuired by the 
state law under which he files claims, 
the plan requires ihal multi-state 
claimants, like all others, mu.st bej 
able to work, ready and willing to 
take any suitable work offered, ami 
registered for work with the United 
States Employment Service,

KANSAS CITY, MO.-An escaped 
prisoner from a Virginin rock pile 
gang told from n cell in the Jock- 
son county, Kansas City, jail n bit- 
ter story of sprcnd-cagic treatment, 
of shackles and vowed to (Ight ex- 
tradition because, "I know I'.l nev- 
er come out alive after making this 
public." 

A local attorney, Lyman Ficld3, 
learning of the story told by tlio 
prisoner, Lawrence William Slor- 
ling, 23, said he would represent 
him without charge in his fight to 
prevent extradition to Virginia pris- 
on camp No. 24 at South Hilt, Va. 

It was a stury of chain gangs, of 
12-hour days on the rock piles, with 
15 minutes out for the daily three- 
sandwich lunch, of medieval punish- 
ments. Starling exhibited scars and 
calluses on his ankles to support his 
contention of the shackles. 

"I'd rather spend the rest of my 
life In prison here than go back to 
Virginia for 18 months," he said. 
"It'd be going back to hell. It'd be 
going back to die after I tcll you 
this." 

He said he escaped from the 
camp Christmas Eve, with six other 
convicts after they had sawed 
through the shackle on one ankle. 
He was arrested by sheriff's depu- 
ties in a southsidc shopping district 
on information supplied by a wom- 
an. 

He said he was sent to the camp 
after he escaped from prison and 
surrendered four months later 
through his father to complete a 
four-year term for embezzlement. 
He charged the authorities violat- 
ed their agreement in sending him 
to the camp and in adding a year 
to his sentence. 

"Besides that, I got 27 lashes," he 
oddcd. 

One June 26, 1045, he escaped 
again but said he was caught four 
days later by guards using blood- 
hounds. Another two years were 
added to his term and he said he 
drew 31 lashes and was chained by 
his hands, spread-eagle fashion 
while on his toes, for 31 days, with 
only four hours a day to sleep. 



Baillie to Represent 
Lake County at Public 
Aid Meet in Springfield 



Mr. Ben I. Baillie, of Waukogan, 
wilt represent Lake County at tho. 
meeting of the Illinois Public Aid 
Commi.sslon whch Is to be held In 
Springfield Monday, May fi. 

This Is the first meeting of the 
Commission at which representatives 
of its county advisory boards and 
committees will participate as a 
group. 

In addition to attending the regu- 
lar meeting of the Commission, the 
rcproscnlalivos of th6 county boards 
and committees will meet with In- 
dividual Commission members to dis- 
cuss public a.^istance problems In 
which they are particularly interest- 
ed. These discussions will cover the 
adaptation of public aid programs to 
local conditions, public aid and family 
rcsponbllltles, problems of county 
department administration, care of 
the chronically ill, and the co-ordi- 
nation of public aid programs with 
other local and state public and pri- 
vate welfare programs. 

"These boards and committees 
have made Important contributions 
to the administration of public aid," 
said Raymond M. Hllliard, Public Aid 
Director of the Commission. "The 
Commission has conlinously sought 
their advice both on problems with- 
in their counties and on matters of 
state-wide policy,

sion will secure directly from the 
representatives of the county groups 
the benefit of their opinions as to the 
effects of recent changes in Commis- 
sion policies as well as suggestions to 
present to the Legislative Commis- 
sion which has been established to 
codify and rewrite the laws dealing 
with public aid."

Bomb Smashed Hitler's 

Nerves, Says Adjutant 

HERFORD. GERMANY. - Adolf 
Hitler suffered bomb shock in an 
attempt on his life that later led to 
a deterioration of his mind and 
nerves, a statement by his air force 
adjutant, Col. Nicolaus von Below, 
said. The bomb explosion occurred 
on July 20, 1944: 

Von Below, 38, arrested after dis- 
guising himself as a university stu- 
dent, also said that Hitler and Eva 
Braun were married in the Berlin 
rciclischanccllery last April 28, not 
April 29 as indicated by other evi- 
dence. 

Von Below told British question- 
ers that the 1944 bomb explosion 
knocked him unconscious, and that 
afterward he saw Hitler come out 
a doorway of the shattered confer- 
ence room with his uniform badly 
torn, but unhurt except for a leg 
bruise. Later, however, Hitler 
showed signs of the effect of the 
shock. Von Below said, adding that 
this led to deterioration of the 
fuehrer's mind and nerves.

On Septem- 
ber 5, 1942 she was united in mar- 
riage to Duane Ehlert. 

In addition to her husband and 
her parents she is survived by two 
brothers, Melvin and Ray of Salem; 
and three sisters, Mrs. Jeanettc 
Rausch, 'Mrs, Arlene Techert and 
Joyce Wertz, all of Wilmot, 

The body was at the Ehorn funeral 
home at Richmond, III., until noon 
on Monday, when it was taken to the 
Peace Evangelical Lutheran church 
at Wilmot to lie In state until the 
services at two o'clock. Services 
were conducted by Rev. R, P. Otto 
and interment was in the Wilmot 
cemetery.
